Editor’s Note: The long-anticipated billing/subscription 
program for medical services is scheduled to kick off on 
April 19th. In this article, the first of a two-part series, ' 
we take a look at the history of emergency medical 
services in Sierra Madre. 

Once upon a time, emergency medical procedures in 
Sierra Madre were the responsibility of the City’s po¬ 
lice officers. First aid equipment was actually kept in the 
tninks of police cars. That changed with the donation of 


a ‘68 Chevy station wagon, in 1974, designated “Med¬ 
ical 41”. That station wagon was loaded with medical 
equipment, and responded to all calls requiring first aid, 
in a program headed by George Maurer. While the wag¬ 
on transported medical supplies, it did not transport pa¬ 
tients. 

Shortly thereafter, a lifelong relationship between the 
Sierra Madre Kiwanis and Sierra Madre medical servic¬ 
es began, and the City received its first ambulance, pur¬ 
chased with funds raised by the Kiwanis, and began 
transporting patients. In accordance with State guide¬ 
lines, the ambulance is turned over every seven years. 
The primary ambulance is designated Rescue 41. In 
1983, the City’s second ambulance was purchased 
through Jameson Foundation funds. The new ambulance 
became Rescue 41, while the previous Rescue 41 be¬ 
came Rescue 42, used in the event that back to back 
rescue calls come in, or in case there are mechanical 
difficulties with Rescue 41. This rotating procedure has 
remained constant in the City. 

Another ambulance was purchased in 1990, also 
through the Jameson Foundation, and in 1997, the Ki- 
Of the Week wanis came through again, raising the funds to purchase 

the version of Rescue 41 currently in use.

When Sierra Madre Police Chief King Davis received 
telephone calls concerning a letter in last week’s Sierra 
Madre News purportedly from an eyewitness to a March 
arrest that resulted in a teenager’s sustaining a broken 
arm, a letter questioning the arrest procedure, he was 
troubled.

It’s an exciting time of 
year for the Sierra Madre 
Public Library. On April 
27th, Librarian Toni Buck¬ 
ner, Jay Whitcraft, and 
Denise Oen will travel to 
Sacramento for “Legisla¬ 
tive Day,” sponsored by 
the California Library As¬ 
sociation, to lobby on be¬ 
half of SB 3, a library bond 
bill that could put $ 1.0 bil¬ 
lion into matching fund 
grants that cities, counties, 
and districts could apply 
for. 

The California Library 
Construction and Renova¬ 
tion Bond Act, proposed 
by State Senator Rainey et 
al, is a legislation-generat¬ 
ed initiative that would put 
the bond on the California 
ballot in the year 2000. 

“The bill just passed out 
of the Education Commit¬ 
tee,” said Buckner. “Peo¬ 
ple have started to write 
letters of support to their 
senators and assembly- 
men.” The bond would 
specifically be for capital 
improvements, primarily 
structural, but also possi¬ 
bly encompassing furnish¬ 
ings and equipment. Buck¬ 
ner recalls that the process 
to compete for funds from 
the last such act was rigor¬ 
ous. 

“It requires a real com¬ 
mitment from the commu¬ 
nity,” Buckner said. 
“Funds for the match have 
to be in place. Fortunately, 
in Sierra Madre, there is a 
tremendous amount of 
support from the commu¬ 
nity. We were able to take 
care of what in the past 
werd our most pressing 
needs.” 

The process is only now 
at its beginning. The trip 
later this month will be 
about raising awareness 
and staying in touch. As 
for the prospect of compet¬ 
ing for a chunk of $1 bil¬ 
lion, all of which will go to 
California libraries, Buck¬ 
ner says, “It would be 
great.” 

The lobbying trip 
comes on the heels of a 
survey that will set the 
stage for a report by the 
Library Planning Commit¬ 
tee, formed earlier this 
year and chaired by former 
Chamber of Commerce 
President Ann Luke. That 
survey went out earlier this 


to double in the next 40 
years. 

The broad-based com¬ 
mittee had been meeting 
every couple of weeks, and 
will resume its rigorous 
schedule following the re¬ 


week, and is due back by 
April 17th. 

“The format is some¬ 
what modified from a 
model project, but essen¬ 
tially, the purpose is this,” 
said Luke. “We have to 
begin by looking at the 
community’s vision of its 
own future in a broad 
sense, irrespective of the 
Library. Then, we can de¬ 
termine how the Library 
can best meet the commu¬ 
nity’s needs.” 

While Luke has her 
own ideas of changes that 
Sierra Madre might see in 
the next 10 or so years, 
she’s not spilling the beans 
just yet. “I don’t want to 
slant anyone’s view,” she 
explained. “Obviously, 
factors like transportation, 
education, economics... 
these things will change, 
but how, where, and to 
what extent, we leave it to 
the community to help us 
with.” She also noted that 
the population of Los An¬ 
geles County is anticipated

These days killer bees 
seem to have everyone all 
a-buzz. 30 years ago, 
however. Sierra Madre 
found itself in a state of 
panic over a different tune. 

A discovery was made 
here in June 1969 of an 
invasion of the violin spi¬ 
der, a venomous native of 
South America. 

Technically known as 
Loxoscalos laeta, it was 
the first time this species 
had been reported seen in 
Southern California. A 
discovery in 1964 in Cam¬ 
bridge, Mass, was the only 
other time it has been spot¬ 
ted in the United States. 

This is a small, very reclu¬ 
sive spider but its toxic bit 
can be deadly, more so 
than the bite a small rattle¬ 
snake. 

The discovery here was 
made by Sierra Madre res¬ 
ident Mel Thompson in the 
Memorial Park Senior 
Center, known as the Park 
House, back then. Thomp¬ 
son was employed at Mc¬ 
Curdy Nature Center and 
had a special interest in 
spiders. He was also a 
member of the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Theatre Group. The 
group had come to the 
Park House to practice 
when Thompson saw the 
spider crawling along the 
floor. He captured it and 
showed it to William Wal¬ 
dron, County Health De¬ 
partment entomologist. 

Waldron, along with other 
spider experts, definitely 
identified the rare find as 
the violin spider. 

This species is native to 
Chile and Brazil. Waldron 
speculated that pregnant 
female arrived from South 
America, possible in a 
suitcase or packing crate 
and a colony was begun. 

The name comes from the 
small violin shape marking 
on the back of the female 
which is purple in color.

What is the correct procedure to drain a 
wider heater?

1. Turn off fuel supply to water heater (gas, electric). 

2. Turn off water supply water heater, valve is usually 
located at top of water heater.

, 4. Open one or two hot water fixtures (faucets, tub valves) 
,, in house to allow air to enter system and speed draining. 

4 5. Maker sure outlet end of hose in an area where drainage 
will not cause damage, flooding, etc. 

6. With tank empty, restore water supply to tank; leave drain 
cock open and allow water to flow through water heater.

April 10,1999. However, since April 10th falls on Sat¬ 
urday, property owners will have until 5:00 p.m. April 
12,1999 to pay their bill. 

“Property owners are fully responsible for paying 
property taxes when they become due, whether or not 
they have receive a tax bill,” cautions Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Assessor Kenneth P. Hahn, “I want to make sure that 
we make every effort to help taxpayers respond in a time¬ 
ly marmer,” he said. 

To assist taxpayers who may not have received a tax 
bill from the Treasurer and Tax Collector, or who might 
have misplace their original bill, substitute tax bills are 
available at any of the Assessor’s regional offices. “As 
part of our ongoing one-stop public service program, we 
are able to provide taxpayers with substitute tax bill, 
correct misspelled names and make changes to mailing 
addresses,” states Assessor Hahn. 

All second installments not paid by 5:00 p.m. April 
12 are delinquent.

years is a significant 
amount of changes. “It’s 
amazing how much things 
evolve,” Lowe notes. Once 
change took place in late 
1989, when the Depart¬ 
ment purchased a cardiac 
defibrillation system. 
“This system was de¬ 
signed for true sudden 
death emergencies,” Lowe 
notes. Money for the 
defibrillators was raised in 
large part thanks to the 
Kiwanis’ “Have a Heart” 
campaign. One contributor 
to the program was former 
fire fighter Hal Jordan. 
Ironically, also in 1989, 
Jordan’s became the first 
life to be saved through the 
City’s use of cardiac 
defibrination. Talk about 
good karma! Reported in 
the Sierra Madre News as 
being “brought back from 


death,” Hal is still alive 
and kicking, a walk^g tes¬ 
timony to the quality of 
emergency medical servic¬ 
es in Sierra Madre. 

In 1990, the City began 
an EMT training program, 
with approval by Los An¬ 
geles County. As a result 
of this program, the City 
could recertify its own 
people without going out¬ 
side the City, a major con¬ 
venience and time savings. 

In 1991, Critical Inci¬ 
dent Debriefing was start¬ 
ed as a result of a Sudden 
Infant Death Syndrome 
case. The program in¬ 
volves psychological 
counseling for personnel 
involved in traumatic cas¬ 
es, similar to the counsel¬ 
ing a police officer would 
get following a shooting. 
While such programs are 
commonplace now, at the

time, it was almost un¬ 
heard of. As an example of 
the importance of the de¬ 
briefing process, Lowe 
cites two plane crashes 
with an almost 100% fatal¬ 
ity rates. Medical person¬ 
nel who arrived on the 
scene and did not have 
Critical Incident Debrief¬ 
ing were almost 100% out 
of the health care industry 
three years later. In a sim¬ 
ilar circumstance but with 
the Debriefing, those who 
attended the scene re¬ 
mained in the field. 

Sierra Madre beat the 
rush in 1992 with a Quali¬ 
ty Assurance Program, de¬ 
signed to make sure that 
care was as good as possi¬ 
ble, and to identify possi¬ 
ble problem areas before 
they started. In 1997, such 
programs were mandated 
by Los Angeles County. 
Of course, by that time. 
Sierra Madre’s program 
was five years old... 

1996 saw the start of the 
Advanced Airway Pro¬ 
gram, with endotracheal 
airway capability. This 
system allows emergency 
to administer oxygen in the 
most efficient manner pos¬ 
sible in emergency situa¬ 
tions. 1997 saw the pur¬ 
chase of the current Res¬ 
cue 41 (thanks to those Ki- 
wanisl). In 1998, the City 
Council passed the Depart¬ 
ment’s ability to bill insur¬ 
ance companies for servic¬ 
es and host a subscription 
program.

It was announced at 
Tuesday night’s Arcadia 
City Council meeting that 
the Arcadia Farmers’ Mar¬ 
ket would cease to exist, 
following this Saturday’s 
installment. Arcadia Busi¬ 
ness Association President 
Von Raees made the an¬ 
nouncement during mat¬ 
ters from the public, say¬ 
ing that the ABA board 
had voted unanimously to 
end the Market. 

Raees cited bad public¬ 
ity for the move, referring 
to criticism of the Farm¬ 
ers’ Market from Council 
members Gino Roncelli 
and Gail Marshall, whose 
stances have varied be¬ 
tween skeptical and criti¬ 
cal since the Market’s in¬ 
ception. “The fire feeds on 
itself,” said Raees, who 
added that no amount of 
advertising and promotion 
that the local businesses 
and the Arcadia Business 
Association could afford 
would be able to negate 
anti-Farmers’ Market 
comments. 

Criticism from 
Marshall and Roncelli, 
however, is not a new de¬ 
velopment. What is a new 
development was a recent 
wait-and-see approach to 
extending the contract 
with the ABA. The Coun¬ 
cil opted for a six-month 
extension, rather than a 
one-year extension, pend¬ 
ing results of an ABA 
study to determine 
whether possibly another 
location or time would 
work. Despite hot extend¬ 
ing for the full year, swing 
vote Gary Kovacic noted 
that if the ABA came back 
and said that the Farmers’ 
Market had to be held on 
Saturdays, and had to re¬ 
main at the same location, 
he would support it. 

Instead, the ABA is tak¬ 
ing their artichokes and 
going home. |Just how 
Marshall’s andjRoncelli’s 
lack of support for the 
Market can be i enough to 
ruin it, when ABA reports 
have hailed it’ as an un¬ 
qualified success despite 
months of opposition from 
that pair, was not made 
clear. 

Raees did note that the 
ABA had studied alternate 
times and locations, but 
concluded that another lo¬ 
cation would be unfair to 
and lead to protest from 
the majority of First Av¬ 
enue businesses, which 
had supported the Farm¬ 
ers’ Market. As to an alter¬ 
native time slot, the most 
discussed of which was a 
weeknight, the ABA felt 
that the switch would cre¬ 
ated new problems and < 
expenses, such as lighting ] 
and parking. ] 

Councilmember 
Harbicht and Mayor Gary ( 
Kovacic expressed regret | 
at the closure of the Mar- i 
ket, with Harbicht opining < 
that the City Council had t 
“essentially harassed them ‘ 
(the ABA) out of the t 


Farmers’ Market busi¬ 
ness.” Harbicht added that 
he believes the South First 
Avenue area would expe¬ 
rience a related decline. 

Mayor Kovacic also 
expressed disappointment 
at the cancelling of what he 
called “an outstanding 
community event.” He 
noted that the ABA would 
have had three votes (his, 
Harbicht’s, and Chan¬ 
dlers) for another year, but 
Raees responded that it 
wasn’t the votes, it was the 
support. 

End news; begin edito¬ 
rial (Look, a news article 
with stage directions, like 
a Shakespearian play!) 

Do shoppers really care 
what two Council-mem¬ 


bers think of a Farmer’s 
Market, or do they simply 
want to get good produce 
inexpensively? One of the 
stated benefits of the 
Arcadia Farmers’ Market 
is that it pulled out of town 
shoppers in. If the Council 
had extended the contract 
for a year under the same 
terms, how many shoppers 
or farmers would know, let 
alone care, that the deci¬ 
sion came on a 3-2 vote, 
not a 5-0 vote? 

The real victim in this 
fiasco is Kovacic, who in 
the spirit of compromise 
tried to take a 4-month step 
back to see if there was a 
better way to do things, 
while all the time pledging 


his continuing support to 
the Market. Instead, he 
comes off as a pseudo-fall 
guy, as the swing vote in a 
decision not to hand over 
$15,000 and 12 months, 
after which as recently as 
one month ago, the ABA 
presumably would have 
been happy. 

If shoppers and farmers 
gave a rat’s tail what Mar¬ 
shall and Roncelli thought 
of the Farmer’s Market, it 
would have died out 
months ago. It didn’t. 
Ergo, they don’t. Call it 
harassment or lack of sup¬ 
port, if you like. Me, I call 
it political grandstanding 
and throwing out the baby 
with the bath water.

Council News 
and Notes

I A huge salute to Mayor Gary Kovacic, soon to be 
I Councilman Gary Kovacic. The next Arcadia City Coun¬ 
cil meeting will be the reorganizational meeting. While 
the difference is more symbolic than anything else, those 
; who have watched Kovacic for a year preside over meet¬ 
ings that have contained more than a small amount of 
friction between Council members on opposite ends of 
the political spectrum realize with certainty that nobody 
could have done it better. 

Kovacic’s farewell meeting included a presentation 
of all five Mayor’s Awards (typically, he would split the 
five up over the two meetings in a month). First grade 
home-schooled student Timothy Boehr was the recipi¬ 
ent of the Mayor’s Youth Service Award, making him 
the youngest honoree of the year. Timothy reads above 
grade level, and is also adept at math and computers. His 
thirst for knowledge was exemplified by a story that 
Kovacic related; after reading a book about a girl from 
Nicaragua, he took it upon himself to find out what life 
in Nicaragua was like, so he researched it at the library 
and on the Internet. “He’s the best student in his class,” 
joked his mother. Timothy is also involved at his church, 
as well as with Cub Scouts and athletics. 

Dennis Lee received the Business Recognition Award 
on behalf of Methodist Hospital. Mayor Kovacic called 
Methodist Hospital not only the most distinguished 
medical facility in Arcadia, but also an outstanding cor¬ 
porate citizen. Noting the facility’s classes, seminars, 
and informational brochures, Kovacic said “It offers an 
opportunity to help others through volunteer work, and 
ourselves, through education. Arcadians are fortunate to 
have access to Methodist Hospital.” Lee stated that he 
was pleased and proud to provide such resources to the 
community, and that he was happy that the City can take 
, advantage of what Methodist Hospital has to offer. 

The Arcadia Chinese Association and the Arcadia 
Chinese-American Association shared the Mayor’s 
Community Service Award. “They’ve both done so 
much to promote unity and cultural awareness,” Kovacic 
said. Representing the ACA, Vice President Annie Yuen 
noted that the organization is only as strong as its mem¬ 
bers, and that membership is up 20% this year. “All 
working together, we can make Arcadia the best City we 
can all be proud of,” she noted. The AC-AA’s Kirk King 
stated that he would do as much as he can to bridge the 
culture gap and promote education. “One day, the Chi¬ 
nese community of Arcadia won’t need an organization 
like this,” he said. 

Don Stockham received the Mayor’s Employee Rec¬ 
ognition Award. An employee since 1989, Stockham 
began as a code enforcement officer before becoming a 
building inspector. He has built a reputation for a top- 
notch attitude, and a work ethic that sees him coming in 
frequently to assist the police department, fire depart¬ 
ment, and homeowners. Despite a significant upswing 
in home building over the past couple of year, Stockham 
has kept up with the workload without sacrificing cus¬ 
tomer service or quality. 

Nancy and Jim Miner were the recipients of the 
Mayor’s Senior Service Award. Nancy has a longtime 
volunteer at Camino Grove School, and an active mem¬ 
ber of the Senior Friendship Club, of which she is a Past 
President. She is also the Chair of the Senior Citizens 
Committee. Jim is also a member of the Friendship Club, 
and also uses his computer to make fliers, tickets, and 
other printed materials for the club, as well as informa¬ 
tional labels on a variety of paintings on public display. 

Council member Gino Roncelli, who was not present 
at Tuesday’s meeting, was taken to task in absentia by 
resident Vince Foley, who blasted Roncelli for state¬ 
ments he made three weeks ago to the effect that due to 
inexperience, he and fellow Council newcomer Gail 
Marshall would not be considered for the Mayor’s seat 
in the upcoming Council reorganization. Noting that 
prior to last year’s reorganization. Mayor Kovacic was 
an inexperienced Council member, Foley noted, “It’s not 
a matter of experience. It’s a matter of being able to 
present a positive image of the City.” 

Foley called Roncelli “The least positive member of 
the Council,” and added, “Over the past year, (Roncelli) 
appears to be against virtually everything.” Foley spe¬ 
cifically cited the Farmers’ Market, development, and 
redevelopment. 

The Council received the thanks of business owners 
on Huntington Drive and First Avenue. Central Business 
District zoning regulations have required retail use in the 
front 1/3 of ground floor area in an effort to encourage 
more retail uses. While some non-retail uses have been 
grandfathered in, the resulting experiment for new ten¬ 
ants has resulted in the conclusion that Huntington 
Drive, specifically, is not made to be a traditional down¬ 
town area. Business owners Faye Stabler and Ken Haas - 
reported on the difficulties involved in getting quality

on her living room coffee table. Taking the sheet of 
paper she had typed on out of the machine, she said, 
‘Take this to show your kids if you like.” She went on 
to mention that she enjoys spending time with her fam¬ 
ily. Although her parents have both died, Jo Anne con¬ 
tinues to have a very close relationship with her sister 
and her extended family. 

Jo Anne also enjoys frequenting places in town such 
as “Beantown”, “The Only Place in Town”, “Pepper 
Tree Grill” and her favorite, “Village Pizza”. I asked 
how she feels being part of the Sierra Madre communi¬ 
ty. “The people love us,” she replied. “And we love the 
townspeople for accepting us and looking out for our 
well being.” “I also feel the people in Sierra Madre are 
very honest,” she added. 

I asked if there was anything she would like to com¬ 
municate to Sierra Madre in this article. “I would like 
the town council to know that we blind people have 
shown we can travel as well as anyone,” Jo Anne replied. 

I then asked, “Is there anything that we don’t have in 
town that you would like to have instituted to aid the 
handicapped of our community.” “I would lie to see 
‘Dial-a Ride’ run on Sunday so my roommate could go 
to church.” On her special wish list are auditory traffic 
signals, though she noted that she is aware that our town 
couldn’t afford them. Though a car has never hit her 
while walking on our streets Jo Anne stated that cross¬ 
ing the street remains the greatest challenge to her in 
being blind. 


When I asked Jo Anne what she would want to do if 
she could see, she gave two answers. “I would like to 
be a medical doctor, perhaps a pediatrician.” Having no 
anger for the doctor who caused her blindness, she add¬ 
ed, “I would like to give kids as much love as my doc¬ 
tor gave me.” Her second desire would be to be a flight 
attendant as she loves to fly and travel, with traveling 
favorites being Ireland, England and Russia. Curious as 
to what she would want to see first if she could see, I 
asked what that might be. ‘The faces of my sister, my 
grand nephew and grand niece, and my coworkers at 
American Handicapped,” she replied. 

One of the most special parts of our interview for me 
was listening to Jo Anne sing while she played her pi¬ 
ano. She had mentioned that she liked to compose songs 
so I asked her to play something she had written. She 
first played and sang a song she had written about a vil¬ 
lainous character, named Samantha, from the soap op¬ 
era, “Days of Our Lives.” It was witty and fun. She then 
played a favorite song composed by Scarlotti, called 
Cuban Waltz”. Lastly, she flayed a song she had writ¬ 
ten called “C.L.I.M.B”. The lyrics included the follow¬ 
ing words: “Climb, Climb, we climb all the time. We’re 
just like anyone else, except that we cant’ see. And we’re 
climbing with people who show us the way.” Teary- 
eyed, I clapped when she was done, touched not only by 
what she had sung, but by the way she had opened up 
her life to me that day. The tremendous vision in her 
heart and in her life became clear to me as I listened to 
that song - vision that most of us spend our lives trying 
to see.

The exact 
course has chattged by erosion, fires and earthquakes For this reason no official record is recogni/cd Since the revival in the I960’s, 
today s couisc is considered the most difficult
